He has said it is a 
p ity that all of u s canndt p roceed on the 
basic concep t of what is good for the cou ntry, 
which was the other half of Charles E. Wil­ 
son’': rem ark when he told senators investi­ 
gating his fitness for secretary of defense 
that what “ was good for General Motors was 
good for the cou ntry and vice versa ” His 
critics omitted the “ vice versa.” 
The President now has gone considerably 
ou t of hu way to let the .steel mdu stry know 
it is in\olvcd in negotiations with direct bear­ 
ing on the state ot the nation and that it 


cannot disassociate itsell from the imp act 
of what it decides.

The cou rt said that, since sedi- 
■ tion against the United States is 
a national p roblem, federal sedi­ 
tion laws su p ersede state sedition 
laws 
Bu t the cou rt said a .state cou ld 
p rosecu te for sedition against the 
state 
This year the cou rt tackled the 
case 
of Up hau s, director 
of the 
New 
Ham p shire World 
Feliow'- 
ship Center which described itself 
as a p acifi.st organization 
He 
refu sed 
to answer 
certain 
qu estions of the New Hamp shire 
attorney general w’ho. u nder au th­ 
ority 
of his Legislatu re, was in­ 
vestigating commu nism 
For re­ 
fu sing 
to 
answer. 
L’p hau s 
was 
convicted of contemp t 
Ju stice Clark, one of those vot­ 
ing for Nelson in 1956, this year 
wrote the op inion 
tu rning down 
the ap p eal of Up hau s 
He cited 
the Nelson decision as not 
for­ 
bidding a state to p rosecu te for 
sedition against itself 
So, he reasoned, since a state 
can p rosecu te for sedition, it has 
the right to investigate sedition 
Thu s the cou rt was not reversing 
the Nelson decision bu t narrowing 
it 
In 1957 the cou rt u p held John 
T Watkins, convicted of contemp t 
for 
refu sing 
to 
answer 
certain 
qu estions of the Hou se Committee 
on Un-American Activities, w'hich 
was investigating commu nism in 
labor. 
He raised the objection of p ert­ 
inency. asking how the qu estions 
asked him had anything to do with 
the su bject of the investigation 
The cou rt backed him, saying he 
never got a clear answer and the 
qu estions were not p ertinent 
Then this year the cou rt ru led 
against 
Barenblatt, 
a 
college 
teacher convicted of contemp t for 
refu sing to answer some qu estions 
of the sam e committee, which was 
investigating 
commu nism 
in 
ed­ 
u cation 
Barenblatt, 
in 
his 
ap p eal, 
re ­ 
called 
the 
Watkins 
p ertinency 
angle by comp laining 
the qu e.s- 
tions asked him were not p erti­ 
nent to the com m ittee’s investiga­ 
tion 
Bu t the cou rt said whereas Wat­ 
kins directly raised the qu estion 
of p ertinency in his case, Baren- 
biatt didn’t and, if he wanted to 
u se nonp ertinency as his excu se 
for not answering, he shou ld have 
done so directl>, 
The cou rt went fu rther, saying 
the 
committee investigation was 
legitimate, and its p u rp oses were 
well u nderstood. It added that in 
this case the interests of the cou n­ 
try were involved and thu s su b­ 
ordinated an individu al's intere'» 
Ju stice Harlan, who had voted 


for 
Watkin.« 
bu t 
against 
Baren­ 
blatt. wrote the majority op inion. 
It left op en m any 
qu estions of 
interp retation. No dou bt the cou rt 
will 
be 
confronted 
with 
similar 
cases, looking for loop holes and 
clarifications. 


In the Nelson case the vote was 
6-3 for him; it was 6-1 for Wat­ 
kins. In the Up hau s case the vote 
was 5-4 against, and 5-4 against 
Barenblatt. 


In three other contemp t convic­ 
tion cases the nine ju stices stood 
solidly together, 9-0 
for the de­ 
fendants. 


One involved a labor leader who 
refu sed to give a Senate com m it­ 
tee 
investigating 
commu nism 
a 
list of u nion m em bers. This deci­ 
sion had no sp ecial meaning The 
cou rt ru led in his favor on a tech­ 
nicality 
Another was the case of a Vir­ 
ginia Qu aker who wou ldn’t answer 
a 
slate 
legislative 
com m ittee’s 
qu estions 
abou t 
his 
connection 
with inter-racial grou p s. The cou rt 
u p held him on the grou nd the p u r­ 
p ose of the com m ittee’s investiga­ 
tion was not clear 
This was an 
echo of the Watkins case 
In 
the 
third 
the 
cou rt 
freed 
three Ohioans who. the ju stices 
said, had been misled—into refu s­ 
ing to answer—by a state com ­ 
mittee 
which 
was 
investigating 
commu nism and asking the qu es­ 
tions 
On a technicality the cou rt sp lit 
4-4 in u p holding the conviction ©f 
a fou rth Ohioan—sentenced tor re ­ 
fu sing to answer qu estions from 
the sam e Ohio committee 


And finally, the cou rt sp lit 5-4 
in tu rning down the ap p eal of a 
New York 
garm ent m aker who 
refu sed to answer, althou gh p ro­ 
mised immu nity, the qu estions of 
a grand ju ry investigating ra c k ­ 
eteering.

President Eisenhower has made it clear 
again that the White House is planning no 
direct intervention in the steel industry's ne­ 
gotiations. 
But in the sam e press conference, he has 
made it even clearer than it was before that 
the White House has an immediate and an 
important stake in the outcome of the nego­ 
tiations. 
He has done this by urging the spokesmen 
for management and workers to act for the 
“ good of the country .” He has said it is a 
pity that all of us cannat proceed on the 
basic concept of what is good for the country, 
which was the other half of Charles E. Wil­ 
son's rem ark when he told senators investi­ 
gating his fitness for secretary of defense 
that what “ was good for General Motors was 
good for the country and vice versa ” His 
critics omitted the “ vice versa.” 
The President now has gone considerably 
out of his way to let the steel industry know 
it is involved in negotiations with direct bear­ 
ing on the state of the nation and that it 


cannot disassociate itself from the impact 
of what it decides. 
There is coming to be a lively and search­ 
ing public interest in the relationship between 
nationwide 
bargaining 
and 
administered 
prices — a relationship that has been loom­ 
ing larger the last few years than all pre- 
vously accumulated knowledge of economists 
about the elements that cause inflation and 
how to offset them.

If the public-housing bloc in Congress can­ 
not repass this year's bill over President Ei­ 
senhower's 
veto, 
there 
will 
be 
only 
one 
thing to blame. 
An idea that has been given the advantage 
of every doubt by politicians, economists, 
sociologists, tax collectors and tax spenders 
is losing momentum. 
It simply has not been demonstrated that 
the federal government can make a dent 
in the housing problem with the amount of 
money it can afford to spend. Representa­ 
tives and senators who once thought a fed­ 
eral program was the answer to the prob­ 
lem of substandard housing are not as sure 
of it as they once were 
The late Sen Robert A. Taft of Ohio, who 
became a distinguished backer of a federal 
housing program and whose father had be­ 
come interested in the theory of public hous­ 
ing long before it had been converted into 
practice, might have trouble in 1959 rationaliz­ 
ing the theory he helped to develop as co­ 
author of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner Act 
These things have become obvious: 
That political support for the credo that 
money should be taken from those who have 
fair to good housing to improve the housing 
standards of those who are living in from 
fair to bad housing is chancy and spotty. 
That inertia, delay and planned resistance 
have a way of taking the zip out of public 
housing—and that the residual zip then is 
taken out by realization that more bad hous­ 
ing has developed during the delay than 
was eliminated by the project. 
That anv move which causes a net reduc­ 


tion in housing in the name of bringing a 


net improvement in housing standards may 


very well bring about a net loss in any 


usable housing for people living under the 
worst conditions. 
Th?t no public project of such magnitude 
can generate enough momentum within it­ 
self to keep going without borrowing strength 
from private enterprise—and private enter­ 
prise continues to be cool toward public hous­ 
ing 
lf these and other factors of similar nature 
were not bleeding the vitality out of public 
housing. Congress could repass its 1959 bill 
over a presidential veto with no trouble 
But 
under the circumstances there is so 
much trouble in sight that the veto is ex­ 
pected to stand.

SO FLORIDA SAYS that no per­ 
son can be a union official who has 
been convicted of a felony or is 
“ not a person of good moral char­ 
acter ” That should eliminate a 
lot of characters right off. 
To obtain a business agent's li­ 
cense. the vanguard of the prole­ 
tariat must apply to the secretary 
of state. The application is held 
for 39 days by the secretary. Dur­ 
ing this month any citizen can 
file objections to the licensing of 
the union man 
At the end of the waiting period 
this state official presents the re­ 
quest to a special board, m ade up 
of himself, the governor and the 
superintendent of education. They 
vote for or against. 
However, this doesn't move the 
labor official into permanent prac­ 
tice. At any time, Florida’s attor­ 
ney general, at the request of any­ 
one making substantiated charges 
can go into the Circuit Court to 
have the union leader de-licensed 
This action goes before a judge 
—without a jury. 


FURTHERMORE, the law says 
that no one shall be pushed around 
—coerced, 
picketed or 
bullied— 
if he brings charges against the 
licensee This is worth putting on 
the record: 
“ It shall be unlawful for any per­ 
son to interfere with or prevent the 
right of franchise of any m ember 
of a labor organization. The right 
of franchise shall include the right 
of an employe to m ake complaints, 
file charges, give information or 
testimony concerning the violation 
of this chapter or the petitioning 
to his union regarding any griev­ 
ance he may have concerning his 
membership 
or 
employment,

the making known facts concerning 
such grievance or violation of law 
to any public officials, and his right

The nine Supreme Court justices 
provided a mixed picture this year 
in the one field where left-right 
tags are most glibly applied: in­ 
dividual rights against government 
rights.

In two of the 
major contempt cases the justices

5-4. in three others the vote

another it was 
4-4, with one justice not voting 
The major cases involved Wil­

To 
understand

pened in both, two previous cases 
must be considered. 


In 1956 the court threw out the 
conviction of Steve Nelson, an ad­ 
mitted Communist, who was found 
guilty 
in 
a 
Pennsylvania 
state 
court of violating the state's .'edi­ 
tion law 
The court said that, since sedi- 
1 tion against the United States is 
a national problem, federal sedi­ 
tion laws supersede state sedition 
laws. 
But the court said a state could 
prosecute for sedition against the 
state 
This year the court tackled the 
case of Uphaus. director of the 
New 
Hampshire 
World 
Fellow'- 
ship Center which described itself 
as a pacifist organization 
He refused to answer certain 
questions of the New Hampshire 
attorney general wTio. under auth­ 
ority of his Legislature, was in­ 
vestigating communism 
For re­ 
fusing 
to 
answer. 
Uphaus 
was 
convicted of contempt 
Justice Clark, one of those vot­ 
ing for Nelson in 1956. this year 
wrote the opinion turning down 
the appeal of Uphaus. He cited 
the Nelson decision as not for­ 
bidding a state to prosecute for 
sedition against itself 
So. he reasoned, since a state 
can prosecute for sedition, it has 
the right to investigate sedition 
Thus the court was not reversing 
the Nelson decision but narrowing 
it. 
In 1957 the court upheld John 
T Watkins, convicted of contempt 
for 
refusing 
to 
answer 
certain 
questions of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, which 
was investigating communism in 
labor. 
He raised the objection of pert­ 
inency, asking how the questions 
asked him had anything to do with 
the subject of the investigation 
The court backed him. saying he 
never got a clear answer and the 
questions were not pertinent 
Then this year the court ruled 
against 
Barenblatt. 
a 
college 
teacher convicted of contempt for 
refusing to answer some questions 
of the same committee, which was 
investigating communism 
in 
ed­ 
ucation 
Barenblatt. 
in 
his 
appeal, 
re­ 
called 
the 
Watkins 
pertinency 
angle by complaining the ques­ 
tions asked him were not perti­ 
nent to the committee's investiga­ 
tion. 
But the court said whereas Wat­ 
kins directly raised the question 
of pertinency in his case. Baren­ 
blatt didn't and. if he wanted to 
use nonpertinency as his excuse 
for not answering, he should have 
done so directly 
The court went further, saying 
the committee investigation was 
legitimate, and its purposes were 
w-ell understood. It added that in 
this case the interests of the coun­ 
try were involved and thus sub­ 
ordinated an individual's interest 
Justice Harlan, who had voted 


for Watkins but 
against 
Baren­ 
blatt, wrote the majority opinion. 
It left open many questions of 
interpretation. No doubt the court 
will 
be confronted 
with 
similar 
cases, looking for loopholes and 
clarifications. 


In the Nelson case the vote was 
6-3 for him: it was 6-1 for Wat­ 
kins. In the Uphaus case the vote 
was 5-4 against, and 5-4 against 
Barenblatt. 


In three other contempt convic­ 
tion cases the nine justices stood 
solidly together, 9-0 
for the de­ 
fendants. 


One involved a labor leader who 
refused to give a Senate commit­ 
tee 
investigating 
communism 
a 
list of union members. This deci­ 
sion had no special meaning. The 
court ruled in his favor on a tech­ 
nicality, 


Another was the case of a Vir­ 
ginia Quaker who wouldn’t answer 
a 
state 
legislative 
committee's 
questions 
about 
his 
connection 
with inter-racial groups. The court 
upheld him on the ground the pur­ 
pose of the committee's investiga­ 
tion was not clear. This was an 
echo of the Watkins case 
In 
the 
third 
the 
court 
freed 
three Ohioans who, the justices 
said. had been misled—into refus­ 
ing to answer—by a state com­ 
mittee 
which 
was 
investigating 
communism and asking the ques­ 
tions. 


On a technicality the court split 
4-4 in upholding the conviction of 
a fourth Ohioan—sentenced tor re­ 
fusing to answer questions from 
the same Ohio committee 
And finally, the court split 5-4 
in turning down the appeal of a 
New York 
garment m aker who 
refused to answer, although pro­ 
mised immunity, the questions of 
a grand jury investigating rack ­ 
eteering.

cannot win that fight if we add one 
spending program to another, with­ 
out thought of how' they are going 
to be paid for and invite deficits in 
time of general prosperity No one 
can gain from a fiscal policy of
